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Coy ates in town: Upland worries as marauders descend to foothills. :

Foothill residents are increasingly disturbed by the growing number of 
coyotes drifting into their neighborhoods on nightly forays. 

Otis Braden, animal control officer for the Upland Police Department, 
said the city has received about 20 calls concerning the animals in the last 
six months — an abnormally high figure. 

‘‘T imagine a lot of them have been driven down out of the mountains by 
the recent fires,’’ he said. ‘‘Coyotes are survivors. They can adapt to almost 
any situation.”’ 

He said in the last month he has seen the animals as far.south as the police 
station, near Arrow Highway. 

“‘They have springs in their legs. They'll find people who leave pet food 
out in the back yard all night, and jump over the wall to get at it. If there 
happens to be a fat little poodle in the yard, well, that makes a good main 
course. 

Braden said that other than offering sympathy and preventive advice, 
there is little he can do for the resident whose pets may be hurt or injured by 
the animals. 

- The coyotes cannot be shot within city limits, and animal control officers 


can’t use poison or traps due to the many children and pets in the area. 

‘We had one guy that was trapping coyotes for fur around the corner of 
16th Street and Campus Avenue,”’ said Braden. ‘‘Preblem was, he'd catch 
dogs, too, even when the kids had them out on leashes.” 

The police confiscated the traps. 

Upland resident Carol Gardner lives north of 20th Street, and a recent in- 
cident involving coyotes has caused her to lead a neighborhood awareness 
campaign. 

“About two weeks ago, we were ready to go to bed, when we heard that 
screaming howling that coyotes do,” she said. ‘‘One of my cats hadn’t come 
in yet, so I went to the front door thinking I'd open it up and call her.” 

First, however, she looked out toward the street through the curtains, and 
was met with the sight of ‘‘at least 20°’ coyotes. 


“They were trotting down the street just like cattle,’ said Gardner. 
‘They were everywhere, including up on the front lawns. It scared me to 
death.”’ 

She called the police department the next morning, and with their help 
drafted a letter to about 50 of her neighbors. 


She encourages anyone who observes unusual coyote activity -- such as 


pets being attacked or large gatherings of the animals — to notify animal’ 
control officers so records may be kept. 

‘The police have been very cooperative,” 
their hands are tied.”’ 

She said she doesn’t want to see the animals killed,’ but does want the 
situation under control “before we start having real problems.’’ 

Braden said there has never been a case in the history of the city of a 
coyote attacking a human, and that the large population in the area will 
eventually disperse to locate other food supplies. 

“There are always going to be coyotes in Upland,”’ he said. “We try to tell 
people to keep pet food inside at night, and to make sure their dogs and one 
are indoors when night comes. 

“Their pets not only risk injury from coyotes, but I’ve seen red- tailed 
hawks and owls carrying cats off, too.’ 

He reiterated the importance of contacting officials whenever excessive 
coyote activity occurs, but said the best means of protection is preventive 
action. 

“If you eliminate the reason they're coming into the neighborhood, you'll” 
discourage them from coming at all,’’ he said. ‘‘Like I said, coyotes are sur- 
vivors. They will adapt to almost any situation.”’

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Boys’ club site for sale 
after rental try fails

The West End Boys’ Club Upiand 
site was placed on the market 
Jan. 27 after board members tried 
unsuccessfully to find a renter for 
the building: 

“It’s a rough situation, let me teil 
you,’’ said Jim Hampton, board 
president, following a meeting on 
Jan. 26. “It would have been ideal 
if we could have leased the building, 
but we just couldn’t find anyone who 
was interested.”’ 

The decision to sell the facility at 
46 E. C St. reverses the board’s 
earlier stand to try to retain the 
6,000-square-foot building until 
enough money was raised through 
rental fees and fund raising to 
reopen the clubhouse. 

Financial difficulties forced the 
closure of the club’s Ontario facility 
in November, and the Upland 
building soon followed. Board 
members reasoned at the time that 
it would be impossible to match the 
low interest rates under the 
building's current mortgage, and 
opted not to sell with hopes of 
reopening at a later date. 

Hampton, who has been board 
president during what has been 
perhaps the stormiest eight months 
in the club’s history; said one te- 
nant, the Lighthouse Ministry, mov- 
ed out after the first of the year 
following a burglary. 

He said the property, located on 
the outskirts of downtown Upland, 
would be an excellent site for a 
small manufacturer or church 


group. 


Although an asking price has not 
yet been set, he said a rough 
estimate would be $150,000 to 
$160,000 for the building (formerly 
the Upland Post Office) and another 
$50,000 for the property. 

“It’s going to take three or four 
months, I would say, to find a 
buyer,”’ he said Tuesday. ‘‘We plan 
to reinvest the money from the sale 
into another boys’ club.” 

He said there is still an ‘outside 
chance” of meeting the board's 
original target date of June for 
reopening a Clubhouse in the 
Ontario-Upland area, but added that 
first a new meeting place would 
have to be located. 

The board is hoping to find a 
service organization, school or other 
group that can donate a clubhouse 
to the financially strapped group 

‘“‘We haven't started really 
looking for other locations yet,” 
said Hampton, ‘‘but when the time 
comes we can start out with as little 
as half the room we had (at the C 
Street facility). 

He said the regional office of the 
Boys’ Clubs of America foundation 
will be channeling $2,500 to the West 
End group to help pay off debts 
incurred with the building, and 
board members plan to approach 
the city of Upland for the remaining 
money allocated to the club. The 
City Council originally stipulated 
the funds would be distributed 
quarterly, as long as the boys’ club 
was in operation. 

More importantly, regional 
officers of the boys’ club are trying 
to contact ‘‘the 15 most influential 


people” in the area to become board 
members, said Hampton. The club's 
downfall was the inability to raise 
enough funds to augment West End 
United Way money given to the 
group. Hampton said fund raising 
may be more successful with a 
larger and more effective board. 

‘“‘We want to reopen another 
clubhouse,”’ said Hampton. ‘But it’s 
not going to be easy. We must have 
the backing of the community 
before this thing can get off the 
ground.” 





Unemployment 
rate in area 


declines again 


Unemployment. declined for the 
fourth consecutive month during 
December in the Riverside-San 
Bernardino counties area, the state 
Employment Development 
Department (EDD) announced. 

The unadjusted jobless rate 
deciined to 6.9 percent in December 
from 7.4 percent in November. the 
EDD reported. This compares with 
6.6 percent in December 1979. 

December unemployment in the 
two counties fell to 41,600 from a 
November total of 44,400. These 
figures compare with an estimated 
jobless total of 38,400 in December 
1979.

City must 
Spend its 
extra cash - 


A forced change in accounting 
procedures has left the city of 
Upland nearly $1.5 million over the 
expected budget midway through 
the fiscal year. 

A report prepared by Finance 
Director Tim Brown, an additional 
7.9 percent in appropriations was 
added to the $18.7 million budget ap- 
proved last year. 

The city also received $666,200 
more in revenue than anticipated.’ 

Brown said since the passage of 
Proposition 4 limiting government 
spending, a city must return excess 
revenue from the state if it is not 
used by the end of the fiscal year. 

In the past, cities could stockpile 
that money for future use, but now 
Brown said as much of the money is 
appropriated for specific tasks as is 
possible. 

“This is indicative of how the 
finance scene has changed in thé 
last 50 years,”’ said Brown. He said 
it is no longer a matter of simple 
revenue versus expenditures; or 
even of fund accounting methods. 
Now cost accounting plays an im- 
portant role, he said, ‘‘and we're 
trying to appropriate that money as 
soon as possible."’ 

The areas that have received the 
greatest increase in appropriations 
include storm drains, sewers and 
park acquisition and development. 


Mayor John McCarthy pointed out.

special needs without disrupting 
regular school routine. 

One wall of a small storeroom 
behind the main office is lined with 
bookshelves stuffed with bulky 
braille textbooks. Principal Robert 
Nolan pointed out it takes 14 
volumes to give Evelyn the same 
material found in one English 
textbook — just a drop in the bucket 
in her class schedule. 

‘Quite honestly, we were very 
skeptical when she started,’’ said 
Nolan, recalling concerns about her 


notes in a math class at Upland Junior High.

safety in gym classes and the 
reactions of fellow students.

math book, and her white cane is on 
the floor at her feet. 

Although Evelyn gets along well 
with most of the students, her 
mother recalls one instance when 
her daughter had to be a little 
assertive. 

“Phe principal told me a boy tried 
to take her cane away from her 
once,”’ said Frances Gerren with a 
rueful smile. ‘‘I guess he grabbed at 
it, and Evelyn whacked him with the 
cane! 

“My mouth fell open. I couldn’t 
believe my daughter did that — but 
(Nolan) said don’t worry about it, 
she had to do it.” 

Needless to say, no one has 
bothered her since. 

Evelyn moved with her family ot 
seven children (a combination of 
two families when her mother was 
remarried to Larry Gerren, now a 
fireman at General Dynamics) 
from St. Louis 14 years ago. She 
attended a separate school for the 
blind in Missouri, but found the 
closest such facility in California 
was in Berkeley. 

She attended sixth grade :at 
Newman School in the Chino School 
District, but her mother was 
concerned that Evelyn had no 
friends living near their Upland 
home. 

The family learned about federal 
law PL 94-142, the education for all 
handicapped children act. Effective 
since October 1977, the law calls for 
handicapped children to be 
‘“‘mainstreamed”’ whenever possible 
— and be allowed to attend classes 
at regular schools as soon as the 
student is able. 

Mrs. Gerren contacted the Upland 
School District, and arrangements 
were. made much easier than she

Over the years, the home telephone has evolved 
through conventional and pushbutton dialing to such 
current advances as speed calling, call forwarding and 
call waiting — to use General Telephone’s terms. 

Paul Heagen, public affairs area representative for 
General Telephone in Pomona, described the workings of 
these three technological advances, known as custom- 


calling features. 


“In speed calling,”’ he said,

Heagen said this feature can be of great use to a child 
or a handicapped person who needs to make an emergen- 


cy call. 


Call forwarding will transfer calls that come into the 
home phone to another telephone. 


“For example,”’ 


Heagen said, ‘‘ 


if you're at a friend’s 


house for dinner, you can be sure to have all the calls that 
reach your home transferred over. 

“Before you leave home, pick up your phone and dial a 
special code and then dial the number where you're go- 


ing to be.”

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Courtroom camera: mixed reaction

If California’s Judicial Council goes along with the 
U.S. Supreme. Court’s latest opinion, defense attorneys 
will no longer be able to automatically exclude 
electronic media from the courtroom. 

The Supreme Court ruted recently that permitting. 
cameras and recorders at a criminal trial does net 
automatically violate a defendant’s 14th Amendment 
right to dwe process of law. 

The decision teaves states free to permit cameras and 
recorders inside a courtroom. despite a defendant’s 
objections. A person standing trial cannot have cameras 
excluded unless he can establish that their presence will 
prejudice the outcome of his case. 

__ The high court’s ruling caused mixed reaction among 
local defense attorneys, most of whom were already 
lukewarm about allowing cameras in the courtroom. 

As things stand, the rules in California have not 
changed. Before cameras or broadcast equipment will be 
allowed in a courtroom, both the defense and 
prosecution, and ultimately the judge, must agree to it. 

Last July 1 California began a one-yeat experiment

Ralph Gampell, director of the Judicial Council’s

‘has received a copy of the Supreme Court opinion. It is 


up to the council to decide whether to add the new clause 
to the state’s rules. 

‘In the event they decide to make any change, that can 
be done by signing an order and mailing it back to us,” 
said Gampell. 

Even if the rule concerning defense attorneys’ 
objections is adopted, it will still be up to the trial judge 
to decide if allowing cameras in the courtroom would 
unduly prejudice a case. 

“We certainly should listen to what (the defense 
attorney) has to say, but he shouldn’t have absolute veto 
power,”’ said West Valley Superior Court Judge Richard 
Garner. ‘‘As in all legal issues, the court will listen to 
both parties and weigh the possible prejudicial aspects 
versus the public’s right to know. It’s best to have the 
authority lie with the court.”

“The law of supply and demand doesn’t work any 
more,’’ Mermel said. ‘‘Sellers are willing to sell and 
buyers are willing to buy.

S. Mountain Ave., Ontario, said high interest rates have 
had a ‘‘drastically adverse effect on home sales.” 

He said the going interest rate for a conventional loan 
now is approximately 15 percent, while FHA and VA 
loans are 13% percent, plus % percent for Mutual 
Mortgage Insurance on FHA loans. 

There are institutions, he said, that will lepd as much 
as 95 percent of the cost of a house, so down payments 
vary from 5 to 20 percent, or more if the buyer wishes to 
pay more down. But with the high rate of interest, it’s 
more difficult for the buyer to qualify, he added. 

Remmer said that of the last 27 transactions made by 
his office for single-family homes, only three involved 
conventional loans, which require higher interest rates 
and larger down payments.

“I don’t anticipate TV cameras from every station 
being out here on any case.

West Valley Municipal Court Judge Martin Hildreth 
said he was generally in favor of allowing cameras into 
the courtroom, but a defense attorney could convince 
him that their presence would damage his client. 

“But I hate to say flatly that all sensational trials 
ought not to be covered with cameras,”’ he said. 

Most local defense attorneys said they would 
strenuously object to the presence of cameras in the 
courtroom.

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Couple tell impressions of trip around world

A Claremont couple’s 72-month trip around the world 
brought them in contact with diverse groups of people. 

Herbert B. and Dorothy Smith recently returned from a 
tour, primarily by train, which took them from London to 
Moscow, through Siberia and China and eventually to Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand. 

They found the Russians silent and withdrawn, the 
Chinese smiling and curious and the New Zealanders hap- 
py and hospitable. 

Highlights of the trip include a spur-of-the-moment de- 
cision to get off the train in a remote Australian town to 
see a circus, a trip up a river in New Guinea to visit se- 
cluded villages and a Thanksgiving dinner in Sydney with 
a former Claremont family. 

Smith, a Pomona College history professor, partici- 
pated in an international historians’ conference in Singa- 
pore which he called ‘“‘an exciting experience.” Mrs. 
Smith, acting head of the counseling center at the Clare- 
mont Colleges, used the trip to discuss problems facing to- 
day’s youth with psychologists and counselors in several 
countries. 

This was the couple’s fourth sabbatical visit to South- 
east Asia. 

“We feel each experience should differ, but 1 am pri- 
marily interested in Asian history.” Smith explained. 
The couple left Claremont in mid-May and flew to Lon- 








don where they visited before boarding the train to Dover 
for the crossing of the English Channel. 

While thousands of miles were traveled on trains, the 
couple stopped in many major cities, including Paris, 
Warsaw, East Berlin, West Berlin and Moscow. 

“Four days in Mdéscow gave us an opportunity to see the 
preparations for the Olympics,”’ Smith reported. ‘‘The 
Russians planned to use the games as a major propaganda 
vehicle. All over the city were signs reading ‘Peace’ 
while, at. the same time, Soviet soldiers were invading 
Afghanistan. 

“<All visitors to Moscow have to visit the Lenin Museum 
on guided tours. The Russians had been warned not to talk 
to foreigners arriving for the Olympics,”’ he added. 

In Moscow, the Smiths boarded the Trans Siberian Rail- 
road for the long trip across Siberia and down through 
China to Hong Kong. They visited the city of Irkutsz and 
Outer Mongolia en route. 

The couple traveled in a first-class car which included a 
private compartment, toilet and a female attendant. ‘‘The 
train was reasonably clean,’ Mrs. Smith noted. ‘But 
since it was spring in Siberia, we did open the windows.’ 

Smith reported the passenger train was frequently put 
on a siding to enable freight and treop trains to pass. ‘As 
a result, we fell 24 hours behind schedule. 

“The train was very long. To reach the diner car, we 
had to struggle through 13 cars and over humped cou- 
plings between them.’’

In second class, many Russians lined up on long 
benches, eating or resting. The Russian travelers packed 


food for the trip or obtained supplies at railroad stations, | 
_they observed. 


“We missed smiling faces as we passed through the 
train.” Mrs. Smith stated. ‘The Russians are innately 


suspicious. They didn’t even respond when we praised 
.their children.” 


Once when a train stopped on a siding, several young 
men dashed into a field and picked bouquets of flowers for 
the women on the train. Another time, two Russian sol- 
diers almost missed the departing train when they used 
the siding break to swim in a nearby river. 

The Smiths stayed in Thailand in 1966-59, 1965-66 and 


1972-72, so they are familiar with the problems facing the , 


nation, Since the number of people attempting to visit ref- 
ugee camps has caused problems, they preferred to stay 


away from the borders. Instead, they interviewed others | 


who visited the camps on business. 

“The boundaries between the Southeast Asian nations 
are not well delineated, but there is no question that Viet- 
namese troops are in Thailand,” Smith reported. ‘‘The 
Thais feel the Vietnamese want to expand throughout the 
entire Indechinese area.”” 

In China, the couple visited Beijing, Nanking, Canton 
and other cities. 

“The advantage of traveling by train is that we saw the 
countryside. ‘We found the people smiling at each other 
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\ and at us. If we stopped to shop in a store, the crowd that 
‘we-attracted blocked the aisies,”’ said Smith. 

The Claremonters spent an extended time in Singapore 
where Smith was a visiting fellow at the Institute of 
Southeast Asian Studies, an international institute oper- 
ated under the Singapore government. 

In New Guinea, the couple traveled by boat up the Sepik 
River to visit remote areas. Mrs. Smith told of clamber- 
ing up muddy river banks and crossing log bridges to ins- 
pect tiny riverbank communities. She explained they 
were interested in the historical sites. 

The couple also spent two weeks in Hong Kong before 
departing for Australia. They spent Thanksgiving in Syd- 
ney with Valerie and Jim Levy, former college teachers. 

While traveling across the broad expanse of Australia 
from Sydney en one coast to Melbourne on the other, 
Smith, a circus buff, spetted a circus in Albury. . 
| “Thad written Australian officials to see if we could lo- 
‘eate a circus since this was the only continent on which 
we'd not seen one,”’ recalled Smith. ‘‘The government 

couldn’t help us. 
“When we spotted the circus, we had eight minutes to 
decide our move. We didn’t know if we could get hetel ac- 


commodations nor when another train might come 


through. 

“We got off. And we discovered the featured circus en- 
‘tertainer, a clown, was Will ‘‘Sugarfoot’’ Hutchins, a 1962 
graduate of Pomona College,” added Smith.

The Southern Pacific railroad 
siding and the West Ontario Citrus 
Association packing house marked 
the place on Central below Holt for 
the townsite of 60 acres.

Firth, a prominent real estate 
developer, took over in November 
1907. 


He started the pump going again 
and built reservoirs and wells to fur- 
nish water for his tract. His sales 
were for oranges and deciduous 
acreages at first, and even the sales 
from his big excursion train in April 


While cement contractors, 
carpenters and other artisans mov- 
ed into the area, they worked from 
their homes, with no business 
buildings being built in the townsite 
at the time. 

The old West Side school was mov- 
ed in 1909 to the corner of Holt and 
Monte Vista, and renamed the 
Monte Vista school. On April 4, 1911, 
a little girl, Artie May Lewis, was 
killed on Central Avenue by the 
Southern Pacific train when she was 
on her way from school. 

The tragedy upset everyone, and 
especially Mrs. William Laidlaw, a 
prominent church leader. The fami- 
ly had no church affiliation, so the 
story is, and Narod had no church. 

Mrs. Laidlaw began raising funds 
so on Dec. 10 the Narod Union Sun- 
day School was dedicated. It still 
stands on the west side of Central, 
south of State Street. 


A general store was opened by 
Bliss & Coffey in the next year or 
two on the west side of Central, near 
State Street, and also the 
blacksmith shop of Otto Heer. 


lled Narod 


residents were employed as pickers 
and packers for the ranchers as 
well. The 1912-18 Directory for 
Narod listed about 75 heads of 
families for this new development. 

Residents, mostly ranchers, 
began to join in common interests. 
One of their first efforts was in the 
fall of 1913 when a large number of 
ranchers assembled for an 
automobile drive to Los Angeles to 
attend the stockholders meeting of 
the Monte Vista Irrigation Com- 
pany. They planned to take control 
of the company away from Emil 
Firth and reduce the rate. The next 
week a group of 30 townspeople ask- 
ed Ontario’s help in improving its 
main streets. 

At this time the citizens organized 
into an improvement league, and 
one of their first projects was to get 
a warning bell at the Salt Lake 
Railroad (Union Pacific) crossing 
at Central. 

In 1913 the school had three 
teachers for the 58 students and a 
nearby bungalow was rented for the 
primary grades. The ranchers and

Check electrical outlets which are 
frequently the cause of cold drafts.

Destache agrees log homes are 
not for everyone, but they are 
gaining attention especially as 
second homes. 

“Tn the winter, log homes absorb 
the heat,’ said Greenfield. ‘‘As the 
house cools down, heat is trapped 
inside. In the summer, it’s just the 
opposite. There are no air 
conditioners. ’’ 

She said her model log house in 
Mitchellville, Iowa, last summer 
drew 750 visitors in three weekends. 

While the kit or box of the log 
house is fairly reasonable, 
incidentals can kill you, says 
Greenfield. Her basic kit or shell 
costs $20,000 with incidentals 
running $2,000 for electrical work, 
$1,000 for a hoist to lift the roof in 
place and $14,000 for interior 
woodworking and carpentry.

Since it was introduced 
in 1947, aluminum foil has 
grown to be used by nearly 
95epercent of all American 
homemakers; 25 percent of 
them use it at least once a 
day. 

Christy. Kirk, a former 
Pomona resident, who is 
now regional consumer af- 
fairs manager for the Los 
Angeles office of Reynolds 
Metals Company, said that 
“it was the extem- 
poraneous experience of a 
company vice president on 
Thanksgiving Day which 
led to the idea of using 
aluminum foil for the home 
kitchen.” 

The executive's wife 
routed him from a nap on 
the holiday to go scurrying 
to find a replacement for 
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the family’s suddenly mis- 
sing turkey roaster. Feel- 
ing that borrowing a large 
pan might be embarrass- 
ing to that particular day, 
the man instead dug out 
sofhe commercial foil 
samples the company had 
been using in ham-baking 
tests for a nearby meat 
packer. 

The turkey turned out 
beautiful — on time. 

According to Kristy, the 
idea had to be ‘“‘shelved”’ 
because of the depression 
and then the war years. 
Fifteen years later, the 
rolls of foil for food wrap- 
ping, storage, cooking and 
freezing was introduced. 

‘“As the years roll on, 
more and more ‘uses are 
found for the foil to the 
point that people wonder 


how they ever got along 
without it,’’ said Christy. 

She explained that -the 
newest uses are in 
microwave ovens as newer 
ovens have design im- 
provements and better 
magnetrons which permit 
the use of aluminum foil to 
protect foods from over- 


cooking.

Right from the start, as soon as the huge tent began to 
fill with an excited audience, it had the feel of a special 
event.
